INDUSTRY AND THE CAP 


(from About Cape Cod) . . 


Cape Cod enterprises are not the result of high pressure 
advertising, public relations or promotion but rather the pract- 
icle development of what nature gave. In the early days when 

life hinged upon the wise and proudent use of what was at 
hand, fishing naturally became the industry of major import- 
ance. During the 1850’s Cape Codders depended almost en- 
tirely on fishing for their basic economy. From all Cape ports 
is still a very important part of the life of the native Cape 
great fleets sailed for the fishing banks. Today, though fishing 
has succumbed to the competition of other fleets, the industry 
man. Provincetown boasts of the largest fleets and the smaller ships ply their trade from 
various harbors along the shores. The cod, indeed, has made this spit of land a byword 
around the world. 

Shellfishing naturally follows this phase of industry. Cotuit and Wellfleet oysters are 
sought by epicures. Scallops, shunned as uneatable a few generations ago, now top the 
list of bivalves, while the humble clam remains as one family staple extensively cultivated 
by the industry and pried from mud flats by the many-tined hoe of the family provider. 

Mackerel, haddock, flounder, cod, herring and other fish are landed by the ton and 
shipped to all quarters of the land. The total investment in the fishing industry on Cape 
Cod is over ten millions of dollars in boats and equipment. The catch averages about 
thirty-five million pounds annually. 

The cranberry and strawberry industries are important income producers for hun- 
dreds who live on the Cape. The cultivation of the former began in Barnstable County 
about one hundred years ago when early settlers cultivated the wild cranberries, picked 
them by hand and shipped them to Boston. About seventy per cent of all cranberries 
grown in the world are grown in Massachusetts. There are one hundred and nineteen 
bogs in the County covering about one thousand acres and yielding close to fifty thousand 
barrels a year. 

Strawberry culture in Barnstable county produces over one-third of the State’s entire 
crop. Eastham is noted for its turnips, asparagus and onions. Barnstable has some in- 
teresting cultivated blueberry farms which promise success. Most Cape, Codders have 
their little gardens and raise produce for their own table. The raising of poultry— 
turkeys and ducks—is creating a new activity. . 

Of the truly native industries, the manufacture of bayberry candles, the making of 
artificial pearls from the scales of the lowly herring, the preserving of beach plum and 
wild grape jellies, the handmade braided rugs of the women folk and the making of 
boats are the most important. 

Osterville is the home of the Crosby “cat’—type of small sailboat known the world 
over. Little craft shops are hidden away in the villages, artists produce their work in 
quiet cottages away from the beaten paths and writers seek the peace of the Cape for 
study and work. 

The Cape’s greatest occupation is in the recreational field. Hotels, inns and shops 
flourish because of the summer visitor. Recreational property pays about fifty percent 
of all the Cape taxes. Directly or indirectly the Cape Codder depends in large measure 
upon the summer visitor. 

The Cape Codder is independent in his thought and activity and likes to be busy. 
The trim little homes along the village streets attest the love of home and gardens and 
the majority of the yards bear witness to the industrious nature of the people who 
call the Cape “home.” 
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FLASH BACK 


One of the most successful Playhouse productions, “A Kiss for Cinderella,” starring 
LUISE RAINER, was done in 1941. This was Miss Rainer’s first appearance at the Play- 
house. RALPH FORBES played opposite her and ROBERT RYAN appeared with them. 
It was Mr. Ryan’s first important role with Broadway stars, and helped him get his Holly- 
wood break. 


This week, in 1928, BETTE DAVIS made her first professional appearance at the 
Playhouse in A. A. Milne’s play, “Mr. Pim Passes By.” Before that time she was a Play- 
house usher. She and Director, Arthur Sircom, just missed playing together here in “As 
You Like It,” and they finally did meet in New York while Bette was going to dramatic 
school and Mr. Sircom was playing bit parts for the Theatre Guild. 

PHIL BAKER, the well known night club and radio entertainer, played his first 
straight role here in 1938, when he starred in Robert Sherwood’s “Idiot’s Delight.” 


In 1939, THORNTON WILDER played the role of the stage manager in his own 
play, “Our Town.” MARTHA SCOTT played Emily, the part she originated on Broad- 
way, and the one which made her a star. MEL FERRER was cast as George, her young 
man. Last summer Mel was seen here by patrons of the Cape Cinema as the lead in 
the movie “Lost Boundaries,’ and he has recently been in Mexico for the filming of 
“The Brave Bulls.” 


Three years ago the Playhouse presented FAYE EMERSON in a new play, “Profile,” 
which never reached Broadway because while it was being given a summer tryout, the 
Russian situation changed, making the play out of date in two months’ time.

erly awaited return to the Playhouse 
this week, the first time she has:been in 
Dennis since 1947 when she starred as the 
Maid of Orleans in Maxwell Anderson’s

dramatic actresses of our time, Miss Rain- 
er has thrilled audiences here and on the 
Continent with her exciting character- 
izations of a phenominally wide variety of 
roles.

One of her first pictures, ‘““The Great Zeig- 
feld,” won her the Academy Award for 
her poignant portrayal of the lovely Anna 
Held, and a couple of years later—with 
typical Rainer versatility—she won an- 
other Oscar for her superb performance 
as the indominable mother in Pearl Buck’s 
“The Good Earth.” During her three years 
in the film colony, Luise Rainer played in 
such other successes as “Escapade,” “The 
Great Waltz,” “Big City,’ “The Wife,” and 
“Dramatic School.” Since then she has 
been heard over all the major networks 
on countless dramatic shows. She finds 
radio engagements give her more time 
for her home and little girl. However, 
this week’s play gives her another great 
classic role, and since it goes to New York 
for only a two weeks’ run, Luise Rainer 
accepted happily—and the Playhouse is 
very happy to have her back. 


ERBERT BERGHOF (Dr. Wangel) 

will be remembered by Playhouse 
audiences for his role of the Russian dip- 
lomat opposite Faye Emerson in “Profile” 
in 1947. It is natural for Mr. Berghof to 
change nationality as easily as he changes 
costume since he played in some one hun- 
dred plays in a period of a dozen years 
in Vienna, Berlin, Paris and Zurich. This 
distinguished Vienna-born actor joined 
Max Reinhardt at the Salzburg Festival 
in 1927, then followed his non-stop 
European successes. Mr, Berghof came 
to this country in 1939, and since that 
time he has been one of New York’s out- 
standing actors and teachers. In addition 
to having his own acting studio, Herbert 
Berghof teaches at the Neighborhood 
Playhouse and American Theatre Wing. 
This International actor had the distinc- 
tion of playing in the first Broadway pro- 
duction of the outstanding young Amer- 
ican dramatist, Arthur Miller, called “The 
Man Who Had all the Luck.’ Theatre- 
goers will remember him in such produc- 
tions as “The Play’s the Thing,” with 
Faye Emerson, “Jacobowsky and the 
Colonel,” “Winter Soldiers,’ and most 
recently as Battholdi in ‘Miss Liberty.” 


TEVEN HILL (Lyngstrand) started his 

theatrical career in the interests of a 
humanitarian cause—then left a feather 
bed of successes in interests of an artis- 
tic cause. From the Broadway production 
of Ben Hecht’s “A Flag is Born,” Mr. Hill 
went into “Mr. Roberts.” A member of 
Actor’s Studio, he left this security to go 
into the cast of the Studio’s first com- 
mercial production, “Sundown Beach,” 
thereby robbing himself of several years 
of easy living—but he has no regrets. 
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Radio and television provided a heavy 
schedule for him, and he recently went 
to the Coast to make “Lady Without a 
Passport.” This week marks his intro- 
duction to the summer circuit. 


HEODORE NEWTON (Arnholm) came 
into the theatre in a _ succession of 
George M. Cohan hits, “Elmer the Great,” 
“Vermont,” “Gambling,” and “The Tav- 
ern.” About that time he acquired the 
knack of choosing smash hits and en- 


joyed tenure as leading man in such solid , 


successes as “Accent on Youth,” ‘Dead 
End,” “My Sister Eileen,” “The Animal 
Kingdom,” “The Man Who Came to Din- 
ner,” and “Deep Are the Roots.” Some- 
how he found the time between this suc- 
cession of hits to play in more than 
twenty films in Hollywood, and this past 
season was one of the busiest actors on 
television. 


EFF MORROW (Friman-Johnston) came 

to the Cape last summer to play opposite 
Joan Blondell in “Happy Birthday” at the 
Falmouth Playhouse, and he has only just 
recently completed a tour in the same 
production. This is his second engage- 
ment with Miss Rainer. After she played 
here in “Joan of Lorraine,” she toured in 
the same role, and Mr.. Morrow played 
opposite her in the role originally cre- 
ated by director Sam Wanamaker. One 
of radio’s busiest actors, Jeff Morrow has 
appeared on some 3,000 shows. This past 
season he joined the new ranks of TV 
actors and his brilliant performance as 
Paul Gaugin on the TV production of the 
“Van Gogh Story,” made him much in 
demand. His Broadway shows have in- 
cluded “Mr. Peebles and Mr. Hooker,” 
“Talking to You,’ “January Thaw,” Ty- 
balt in Katherine Cornell’s “Romeo and 
Juliet,” and he was one of Mae West’s 
several leading men in “Diamond Lil.” 


AONE JACKSON (Hilda) was lured from 
Allegheny, Pa., by an acting scholar- 





ship to the Neighborhood Playhouse in 
New York. A second prize, won at the 
John Golden auditions, landed her in the 
Eva LeGallienne production of “The 


Cherry Orchard,’ just starting out on 
tour. Her first Broadway role was in 
“Signature,” followed by ‘“Dunnigan’s 
Daughter,” and ‘Oh, Brother.” Before her 
season with the American Repertory The- 
atre, Anne Jackson toured with Kather- 
ine Cornell in “The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street.” 


OAN CHANDLER (Boletta) has recent- 

ly returned from the West Coast where 
she made a series of films, including 
“Rope,” directed by that master of sus- 
pense, Alfred Hitchcock. After this grisly 
experience of swapping flippancies with a 
couple of young psychotic killers, Miss 
Chandler returned to normalcy on Broad- 
way. Her first role on her return was a 
complete turnabout—to the staid, proper 
«tmosphere of “The Late George Apley.” 
Her many radio assignments have in- 
cluded The Theatre Guild of the Air.
